w EE Aga Mahomet Dey and Baba Haſſan , Governour of the City and King- 


dom of Algier, wiſh on our Behalf, and in the Name of all our Victorious 

», Militia, after offer of our Service, all Proſperity to the moſt High and Migh- 

ty Lords, the States General of the United Provinces of the Ltw Countries, 

and People, Sons of God ; Example of all Chriſtian Princes, Supporters of the Faith 
of Jeſus, our moſt dear and great Friend. 

If you enquire of our Health, we are well, thanks be to God; as alſo the Countrey 
whereof We are eſtabliſhed Governour, belonging to the Grand Seignior, and to his 
Royal Im rel BaſJ4, 19 27 guod Eſtate. : ; 

We-have ſeveral times underſtood, with extreme Content, from Thomas Heer and 

acob Deparzenr, Commiſſioners here, whom we eſteem on your behalf, and who by 
their Safe Condudt, cauſe themſelves to be loved by us as well as any of this Place, 
and rejoyce that your Lordſhips and all your Deminions are in good condition. : 
Not long fince the ſaid Commiſſioners adviſed us, that You have made and concluded 
an honourable Peace with his Majeſty of Frarce, by which your Countrevs are e- 
eſtabliſhed in repoſe ; defiring now no other thing than a new Encreaſe of Commerce 
and Navigation through all Parts of the World, which is pleafing News to us : for 
which we Congratulate you as much, as if it were a Good communicated from Hu ven 
to our ſelves. We know well, that the fruits of a good Peace ar@mgeetbarily Good, 
and that War bringeth with it nothing but ſorrowful Deſolation *"Berthis Cault, we 
have a long time ago deſired an Alliance of Peace with your Lordſhips, a

our Ancient Friendſhip. In this Holy purpoſe, we have hitherto, to our great Regier, 
been, higdred by divers obſtacles, as we have formerly adviſed you ; Peace being in 
aupoſal, and Time, and Means to obtain it, depending alſo on his Power. Tn 
e happy Moment being come, we have, according to our Promiſe, in conſide- 
Tation of the great Honour and Amity you are pleaſed to manife{t to Us, Invited 
your ſaid Commiſſioners, who inceſſantly, by all wayes, have labour'd with your 
Lordſhips, to confirm the Treaty with Us, which they have done with great Pru- 
dence and Vigilance : So that for the great Eſteem we have of them, and Inclination 
which we have to our Navigation, by reafon of the Sincerity and Loyalty we tind 


- therein above all others ; We affure your Lordſhips, that we proceed in this Cauſe 
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in good Faith, and without Fraud. | | 
During theſe Tranſactions with your Commilhonurs, the Frebfh arrived in Our 
Road, with ſome Veſſels, who, contrary to our expectation, ſolicited us with many 
Inſtances to make-Peace with them 3 they are a People without Faith, not obſerving

treat them well, ard as Friends ; knowing well, that they are your Miniſt

their Promiſe; they made War with Us without Cauſe, and without Declaring 
againſt Us ; they have taken Veſlels, and made Slaves of qur People, We perceive 
in our Victorious Militia, as alſo-in all our Inhabitants of' this Place, a great aver- 
fion to Peace with that Nation. On the contrary, all the World avoweth with one 
Heart and Mouth, that the Flemings are- a Good and Faithful People, who go the 
right way, hating with horrourMl Fraud and Deceit. Finally, the Conference with 
your Goammitfioners hath had a defired lijue. > 
We have together, in full Aſſembly, in preſence of all the World; by Invocati-- 
on of the Holy Name of God, Made, Signed, Sealed, and duely. Confirmed 
the Articles of Peace. We atjure our ſelves that ydbur Lordfhips will nor loſe 
-- - time, but fend-us your Approbation and Rarification of what is Treated be- 
- tween Us and your Commiſſioners. The Effects of a good Peace will be the - 
Proſperity of your Government as well as Ours ; the Subjeds of one ano- 
ther may freely Navigate and Trafhick : We defire nothing elfe but to Live 
in good Correſpondence with you, your Word- being Ours, and Ours with 
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- Ee pleafed then to: permit your Subjeds. to Trade freely, -and bring us all ſorts of 
Merchandize to make their profit of them 5 what then we ſhall have need of, we will 
Demand for our Money, as we have formerly done with the Engliſh. 

- Art the Arrival of the Ambaſſadour, We underſtood. that he had brought an hun- 
aAred pieces of Braſs Cannon, to preſent to the Royal Houle here in caſe the Peace 
ſhould be concluded, which was very acceptable unto Us ; for this Courtefie, which 


"WE have not merited, we are very much obliged to you aifo. It bath been a cuftom, 


our Predecefiors, after Peace made with Chriſtian Potentates, have been courted 
with ſome Preſent or other: We ſeek not-our particuuar Proktit, being. obliged to 


.contybure all our Cares to the Publick g09d ; thercfore, We declare to your Li 
ſhips, as we have before done to your Commiſſioners, that we defire nothing for Us, 
ror for any other particular Perſon ; but if it be your good Will, that after the Ra- 


tification of the Treaty of Peace on-your pait, you ſhall pleaſe to ſend us a Preſent 


' of thar ſort, as is aboveſaid, and cauſe us to have ſome more pieces of Brafs Cannon 
. of the largeſt Bore; We aſſure you, that We with our MZ/:t:a ſhall account them the 
_ -moſt excellent Preſent that can be choſen, and our. Succeſlors will remain perpetu- 
-ally obliged to you for the fame : and if there be amongſt us the power to ſerve you, 


our hands ſhall be alwayes open, when you fhall pleaſe to command our Service : in 
WEWe expect a favourable and ſpeedy Anſiver to this.

If this Treaty pleaſe you not, which God forbid, We will not for that forbear to
